Denver Federal Revenue Collector 
Advertises Auction, After 
Seizing Other Property.

DENVER, Jan. 12.—To satisfy 
an income tax claim against H. 
Brown Cannon, wealthy Denver 
Dairy Corporation executive, his 
life insurance policies were offered 
for sale at public auction, Jan. 22 
by Ralph A. Nicholas, Collector of 
Internal Revenue here. Cannon 
holds four insurance policies total- 
ing $42,000. 

Cannon paid $34.01 as his 1928 
income tax. The Government is 
geeking to collect $56,026 in taxes 
and interest on his income for that 
year, and last August filed liens 
against his property and _  subse- 
quently seized his bank and. stock 
accounts and other personal prop- 
erty. 


WHISKY A. E. F. NEVER GOT 


Owner Can’t Sell It in France, 
Wants to Ship It Back to U.S. 
BORDEAUX, France, Jan. 12. — 
The American Expeditionary Force’s 
misfortune may be a boon to Amer- 
ican rye whisky drinkers. 
The whisky, 100,000 gallons of it, 
was shipped to France by the Red 
Cross, but before it could reach 4 
single doughboy the war ended. 
Victor Gaillard, a Frenchman, 
bought it from the Government and 
now wants to ship it back to the 
United States, for the French are 
not whisky drinkers. If Gaillard 
is able to give satisfactory proof of 
the liquor’s origin, he may be per-

Since 
Wednesday, mounted police and 
landjaegers have been busy, chiefly 
in Saarbruecken, good-naturedly 
yet firmly dispersing spontaneous 
demonstrators. But individual ter- 
rorism, which it is impossible to 
suppress, is widespread. There has 
been an average of a dozen shoot- 
ings a day. 

Movement of Voters. 

Today the erftire Saargebiet was 
in a seething ferment with the 
movement of non-resident voters. 
The Railway Administration is 
transporting 55,000 of these non-res- 
‘idents, 48,500 from Germany and 
'6500 from France, the latter group 
including 1200 from North and 
South America, to various voting 
centers. Another 50,000 Saarland-

It is logical, although unsafe, to 
assume that the 20 per cent of rail- 
way workers voting Tuesday were 
largely pro-Nazi, leaving 80 per cent 
undecided. 

Watchfires on Frontier. 

Through the length and breadth 
of the Saarland, pre-plebiscite ac- 
tivities are reaching their crescendo 
tonight. Watchfires are again burn- 
ing along the entire Saar-German 
frontier. The French borders are 
absolutely calm, and are practically 
unguarded, except for a handful of 
Saar police. It is significant that 
the governing commission has sta- 
tioned practically all the 3300 inter- 
national troops on the German side 
of the Saargebiet, leaving the other 
half normal. 

To an angry protest from the 
Deutsches Front and Berlin author- 
ities, the official reply was: ‘“Sol- 
diers have been assigned where 
most needed to assure order and 
safety of the population.” 

According to the newspaper Neue 
Saarpost, thousands of Catholics 
and other Saarlanders residing in 
Germany, who are entitled to vote 
but whom the Nazis distrust, are 
being refused permission to leave 
their homes. The plebiscite com- 
missioners have been warned 
against attempts to substitute Nazi 
proxies for these voters. 

Psychology of Fear. 

Radio stations all over Germany 
fill the air with emotional appeals, 
scarcely mentioning Hitler. In the 
Saargebiet, particularly in minin, 
villages and blast-furnace districts, 
there is an ominous undercurrent. 
If Hitler gets the Saar, he may find 
he has caught a Tartar. 

The psychology of fear is deeply 
ingrained, after months of inten- 
sive terroristic pressure on the part 
of Nazi units operating in mines, 
steel works and factories, and 
among the peasants. This fear can- 
not be easily removed from the 
minds of the population.

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RAILWAY LABOR 
NEADS STAND PAT 
FOR G-HOUR DAY 


Reject Eastman’s Plea That 
to Insist on It Will Im- 


pose Burden Roads Can- 
not Bear. 


ALSO DENOUNCE 
PROPOSED MERGERS 


Co-ordinator Declares In- 
creased Business Is Neces- 


sary to Enable Lines to 
Hire More Men.

CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—The Ameri- 
can Labor Executives’ Association 
today renewed its demand for the 
six-hour day at the present pay, 
despite a warning by Joseph B. 
Eastman, Federal Transportation 
Co-ordinator, that the carriers 
could not bear the expense of it. 

After Eastman had spoken, the 
Association issued a statement an- 
nouncing the intention of asking 
Congress to support the following 
legislative program: 

An amendment to the 1916 act 
establishing an eight-hour day for 
employes of carriers engaged in in- 
terstate commerce to provide a six- 
hour day, without reduction in pres- 
ent compensation now received for 
an eight-hour day. 

A bill to provide that all trains 
be manned by a full crew of com- 
petent employes with the minimum 
number stipulated. 

A bill to prohibit the operation 
of freight trains of more than 70 
cars, or passenger trains of more 
than 14 cars. 

Would Alter Liability Act. 

An amendment to the Federal 
Employers’ Liability Act “intended 
to give employes and their families 
opportunity to recover damages in 
case of injury or death without the 
cumbersome and technical doc- 
trines in the present act.” 

An amendment to cut from 16 
to 12 the number of hours which 
employes actually engaged in the 
transportation of passengers or 
property by railroads would be per- 
mitted to remain on dtuy. The nine- 
hour day of train dispatchers would 
be changed to six consecutive hours 
of service. 

A bill to require carriers to main- 
tain tracks and bridges in safe 
condition and to install and main- 
tain signals and other safety de- 
vices. It proposes the _ establish- 


spection and maintenance by 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Mergers Opposed. 
Vigorous opposition to railroad 
mergers was expressed in the As- 
sociation’s statement, which point- 
ed out more than 1,000,000 employes 
had lost their jobs since 1920 and 
400,000 worked on a part time basis. 
The principles announced by the 
co-ordinator contemplate effecting 
economies at the expense of em- 
ployment, reducing purchasing pow- 
er and transferring to the shoul- 
ders of employes the financial ob 
ligations of the carriers for which 
they are in no wise responsible.” 
The Association attributed the 
railroads’ difficulties to “unsound 
financial policies,” loss of traffic to 
competitors and failure to furnish 
the service demanded. 
Eastman’s Speech. 

The meeting was attended by 
1600 men, representing every rail- 
way in the United States. 

In his address to the 
Eastman said: 

“Take the six-hour day—unless it 
is put in at the expense of labor, it 
will add at least $400,000,000 to rail- 
road expenses. The shortened work 
day cannot be applied to the rail- 
roads alone without disaster.” 

Eastman described the railroads 
as in a “bad state of health” due 
to the depression, debts, competi- 
tion, relatively high freight rates. 
He said 55 were in receivership or 
bankruptcy and that over $1,500,- 
000,000 of bonds were in default. 

Suggests Changes. 

He suggested that reorganization 
and extending Federal regulation to 
competitors of the railroads would 
help. He felt the railroads could 
create employment by scaling down 
costs and bettering its service. 

Eastman took up the “make 


meeting, 


jwork” measures and asked: “What 


will they do to the railroads in 
their competition with trucks, boats 
and other competitive agencies?” 
The co-ordinator suggested a “sys- 
tem of dismissal compensation” for 
workers displaced by consolidations. 
It would provide that all men 60 
years old or more should receive 
the same annuity to which they are 
entitled under the pension plan at 
65. The compensation from that 
age would grade down, with the 
young men receiving their compen- 
sation in a lump sum and with au- 
thority to find other employment. 

He declared that railroads should 
not be hampered in the use of labor 
saving methods so that their busi- 
ness could increase, resulting, in the

OAKLAND, Cal., Jan. 12.—There 
is no feeling so wonderful as that 
of sighting land after hours and 

hours over a restless sea. 

When I saw the California coast 
this afternoon about 5v miles south 
of San Francisco I couldn’t believe 
my eyes. Of course, my eyes were 
tired, but that wasn’t the main rea- 
son for my disbelief. 


All the way across the Pacific, 
as on any transoceanic flight, I had 
illusions of land. ._At about 2000 or 
3000 feet altitude clouds look like 
land. Several times by heart 
thumped with joy, only to sink 
when I found that my “land” was 
nothing but a cloud: 

When I finally flew over’ the 
California coast line and saw cities 
and automobiles that could not be 
running on a cloud, I almost sang. 
However, I never sing and so I 
just smiled to myself. 

I am not so very tired considering 
the time I have been in the air, 
although I probably look rather a 
wreck. 

Radio Worked Perfectly. 

The great comfort of the trip, 
It worked perfectly and 


my radio.

I certainly enjoyed hearing 
various broadcasting stations. 

I am sorry that I couldn’t be 
heard as well as I heard other peo- 
ple. I don’t understand what was 
the matter with the sending part of 
my set, for there surely was noth- 
ing wrong with the receiving appa- 
ratus. 

The radio seemed to bring me 
close to people and to lessen’ the 
fierce loneliness of the hours of 
darkness and even of daylight over 
the water. 

I would thrill when I heard a 
friendfy voice, and of course was 
doubly thrilled by the voice of my 
husband from Honolulu. 

I never had any doubt at any time 
that I would be successful in reach- 
ing my goal. I had perfect confi- 
dence in my motor and it did not 
fail me in any respect. I just 
listened to the hum of it hour after 
hour, and it was the sweetest music 
to my ears. ; 

However, little things become very 
annoying on such a long trip. A 
little ventilator in the cabin kept 
opening and closing until it wore on 
my nerves to such an extent that 
I considered trying to knock it off, 
but I realized that would be a hope- 
less task and so desisted and just 
made up my mind not to have any 
nerves. 

I would have made my hop in my 
scheduled time of 16 hours except- 
ing for getting off my course now 
and then. I was never far off my 
course, but the little deviations I 
nade caused the minutcs to run into 
hours. 

Through the long, dark night I 
had no trouble in keeping awake, 
for the simple reason that I could 
not go to sleep. Operating a plane 
alone is too much of a problem to 
allow any sleeping. I was busy as 
could be all night and today, too, 
for that matter. 

Racing toward the sun, the sun- 
rise sort of popped up on me sud- 
denly. Through a slight fog the 
sun jumped over the horizon. It 
was a beautiful and welcome sight, 
for it brought warmth and light. 
But, at the same time, it hurt my 
eyes, and at times during the morn- 
ing I would rather have had it 
night. My eyes are very sore, and 
I’m sure they are bloodshot.

5000 AT AIRPORT; 
BOY HURT IN CRUSH 


Aviatrix Throttled Plane 
Down During Last Five 
Hours to Save Fuel—No 
Reason for Her Venture, 


She Explains. 


(Copyright, 1935, by the Associated Press.) 

OAKLAND, Cal., Jan. 12.—Amelia 
Earhart Putnam landed her red 
monoplane here at 1:31 p. m. today, 
completing the first solo flight from 
Hawaii to the mainland in 18 hours, 
16 minutes. The airline distance 
from Honolulu to Oakland is 2408 
miles. 

After more than three hours of 
anxious waiting and confusion over 


her whereabouts, watchers at the 
airport did not recognize the 36- 
year-old flyer’s plane as, without 
circling the field, it swooped down 
to the runway. Then the crowd 
of 5000 gave a cheer and surged 
forward. 

Without stopping, the flyer taxied 
her ship toward a hangar. For a 
time it seemed the whirling propel- 
ler would injure spectators dashing 
toward the plane. John P. Evans 
Jr., 18-year-old University of Cali- 
fornia student, suffered fractures of 
his left elbow and leg when he was 
knocked down and trampled by the 
crowd. 

Combs Hair and Smiles. 

As the plane came to a stop, the 
cockpit covering was opened, and 
the pilot was seen running a comb 
through her tousled hair. She 
smiled at the ovation with which 
her appearance was greeted. 

A few minutes later her plane 
was pulled into the hangar and the 
doors were shut, but not before 
many persons had reached the side 
of the plane and had managed to 
grasp her hand and say a word or 
two. 

“I’m tired,” was her first word. 

“T don’t want to sit down,” she 
said firmly when an attendant saw 
her fatigue and offered her a chair. 
“I’ve been sitting down a long 
time.” 

For three hours prior to the 
landing the whole California Coast 
was on edge over her whereabouts, 
She was reported variously 600 
miles at sea, 50 miles from the 
coast, off her course, south of San 
Francisco, fighting fog and facing 
exhaustion of her fue] supply while 
still over the sea, 

Asked if she had been worried, 
Miss Earhart said: “Oh, I thought 
I would like to have the sight of 
land a couple of ttmes.” 


Never Lost Course. 


‘She said she never was lost but 
told how she veered south of her 
course and first sighted land about 
60 miles south of San Francisco. 

“I wasn't sure that it was land 
I sighted,” she said. “I throttled 
back my motor purposely to save 
fuel, and I don’t understand why 
anyone should have been worried 
about me 

“The reason I didn’t give my posi- 
tion was because I didn’t shoot the 
stars (with a sextant) and there- 
fore couldn't give it.” 

An interviewer mentioned seeing 
a rainbow over the Golden Gate as 
Miss Earhart was nearing the 
coast. 

“Oh, rainbows!” she exclaimed. 
“I flew through many of them on 
the way here. 

“I wasted a lot of time because 
some of the equipment was new, 
and a new type of compass threw 
me off.

‘ADVERSE “GOLD 
CLAUSE” RULING 


Washington Wonders What 
Administration Will Do if 
Supreme Court Upsets 
Monetary Program. 


POSSIBILITY OF QUICK 
ACTION BY CONGRESS 


Consensus at Capital Said 
to Be That Offsetting 
Measures Would Have to 
Be Taken at Once. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Quick 
Congressional action to escape from 
what ‘administration spokesmen 
have called possible ‘‘choas” is con- 
sidered likely should the Supreme 


Court overturn the Roosevelt 
monetary program in the “gold 
clause” cases. No ruling is ex- 


pected before Feb. 4. 

Some persons asserted that re- 
gardless of the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision, the Treasury could make 
no change in its present method of 
redeeming maturing Government 
bonds until Congress so ordered. 

Following conclusion of the Suv- 
preme Court arguments, Wall 
Street prices declined sharply  to- 
day, but later stiffened. There was 
« rush of “gold clause” bond buy- 
ing, but the bond market generally 
was __sirregular. Grains again 
slumped but recovered. 

The nine Supreme Court Justices 
held a five-hour conference today. 
The meeting lasted until 5 o'clock, 
an unusually late hour, and it was 
assumed most of the time was de- 
voted to discussion of the many 
questions presented by the gold 
cases in which oral arguments oc- 
cupied most of the court’s time dur- 
ing the week. 

It is known that the court de- 
sires to expedite its opinion in the 
gold cases as it did in the oil case. 

Discussion in Washington. 

Although officials privately ex- 
pressed confidence that the court 
would decide in favor of the Gov- 
ernment, the subject was discussed 
on Capitol Hill, especially among 
the inflationist bloc, and in admin- 
istration quarters as well. 

A decision against the Govern- 
ment would mean, in short, that 
gold bonds and contracts would be 
worth—in present devaluated cur- 
rency—169 per cent of their face 
value. The result would be to in- 
crease the outstanding public and 
private debt from about $100,000,000- 
000 to $169,000,000,000. 

The court’s ruling will involve the 
constitutionality of a congressional 
resolution declaring invalid the 
clause of most contracts guarantee- 
ing payment on demand in a stipu- 
lated quantity of gold or in the 
equivalent of that amount of gold. 

Congress, through the President, 
ordered the amount of gold behind 
each dollar reduced by 40.94 per 
cent, and the Treasury has been 
meeting gold bond redemptions with 
$1 of the devaluated currency for 
each dollar of the bonds’ face 
values. 

No Washington official would say 
today that should the court decide 
adversely the Treasury would at 
once begin paying $1.69 for every 
dollar of gold bonds. The supply of 
currency would not be great 
enough. The consensus was that 
some offsetting action would at 
once be taken. 

Various alternatives have been 
speculated on. In Greenville, S. C., 
Representative McSwain said he 
thought it likely a constitutional 
convention would be called. He 
pointed out that the Constitution 
gives the power to call such a con- 
vention, adding that the matter 
“could be handled in the minimum 
time, possibly 30 days, and we 
would be back on the road to nor- 
malcy.”’ 

Congressional inflationists mean- 
while were studying the possibility 
of increasing the membership of 
the Supreme Court from nine to 11 
or 12 within the 25 days elapsing 
between the decision and the court 
tuling on a Government appeal for 
reconsideration. 

Third Possible Solution. 

Such a course, however, was re- 
garded as a last resort, although all 
were agreed that certainly Pregi- 
dent Roosevelt would leave nothing 
undone to offset a decision which 
would destroy the administration’s 
new monetary system. 

A third possible avenue of action 
may lie in the President declaring 
an emergency and asserting control 
over the currency under the old 
wartime laws which he invoked for 
the banking moratorium when he 
took office. 

The statistically minded are won- 
dering how much indebtedness 
actually is involved in gold clause 
contracts of one sort or another. 
While Government counsel told the 
Court it amounted to 100 _ billion 
dollars, it was contended that this 
figure certainly did not include 
insurance policies and mortgages. 
The total, it was Suggested, might 
actually approximate 6500 billion 
dollars. 


Some members of the Senate sil- 
ver bloc said congressional with- 
drawal of the authority delegated 
to President Roosevelt to regulate 
the price of gold might be demand- 
ed at a monetary conference called 
for next Wednesday by Senator 
Thomas (Dem.), of Oklahoma.

Miss Earhart said commercial 
flights between Honolulu and Cali- 
fornia were “entirely feasible.” 
“They are inevitable and we'll be 
flying everywhere in a short time,” 
she said. 

Asked about the three hours dur- 
ing which little or nothing was 
heard from her plane, she said: 

“I listened to a message broad- 
cast from my husband (George Pal- 
mer Putnam, New York publisher) 
and was greatly cheered by his 
voice. [I also listened to musical 
programs broadcast throughout the 
night.” 

She expressed belief that the use 
of two-way voice radio communica- 
tion was advisable for planes mak- 
ing distance flights. This type of 
radio was a part of her elaborate 
equipment. 

She said there had been “no pur- 
pose or reason” for her flight 
which shre described as more 
dangerous and much harder than by 
Atlantic crossing.” 

Police escorted her to a _ hotel 
where she went to sleep two hours 
after landing. Airport attendants 
said she had left instructions not 
to refuel her plane. 

“I want sleep more than anything 
else,” she said. 

In-landing here she abandoned a 
plan disclosed in Honolulu this 
morning by her husband to con- 
tinue on 750 miles to Salt Lake City 
if conditions proved favorable, to 
set a distance non-stop record for 
women. 


Surprise Take-Off. 

The secret preparations for the 
take-off from Honolulu were given 
a sudden setback when a tropical 
downpour made Wheeler Field, the 
Army airport, soggy with mud early 
yesterday afternoon. Nearly every- 
one took it for granted that she 
would not attempt to get the heavi- 
ly laden plane in the air under such 
conditions. 

But at 4:30 p. m., just after the 
rain stopped, an automobile con- 
taining Miss Earhart, her husbané 
and Lieut. George H. Spearhawk 
rolled up to the hangar. Her mono. 
plane, already fueled and equipped, 
was wheeled out and the motor 
warmed. A naval weather report 
indicated gradually clearing weath- 
er, but varying wind prospects 
ahead. 

The flyer gave her ship a close 
inspection, climbed into the pilot's 
seat and tested her motor and in- 
struments. 

Putnam stuck his head inside for 
& final word. It was obvious that 
they already had said their real 
farewell at Spearhawk’s home, 
where Miss Earhart rested for the 
flight. 

She waved her hand and smiled 
at the crowd of about’ and tax- 
ied into position. The tor roared; 
the plane started across the field, 


slinging up a shower of mud be 


hind it. After a dangerous run of 
3000 feet, it rose from the ground, 
but then sank back and appeared 
about to touch earth again. 
Veteran airmen gasped. But Miss 
Earhart kept the plane’s nose up 
and it began to gain speed and 


out for Diamond Head, the last 
point of land on the route. In six 
minutes she was 2000 feet in the 
air. 

Putnam mopped his forehead and 
said: “I'd rather have a baby.” 

All through the night she flew 
through clouds, fog and capricious 
winds, changing her altitude re- 
peatedly in search for better flying 
conditions. Once she dropped from 
6000 feet to only 700 feet above 
the water. 

Eleven hours after leaving Hono- 


lulu she reported by radio: “I’m 
becoming quite tired.” 
Forty-five minutes later, how- 


ever, she said she was “enjoying 
the scenery.” 

She appeared much less con- 
cerned about her venture’ than 
Coast Guard and naval officers, 
who stood watch through the long 
hours and wondered why she did 
not report her position. 

Four Coast Guard cutters sped 


left to their own guesses as to the 
position of her plane and started 
back to port before she landed. 


133-Mile-An-Hour Average. 


It took Miss Earhart only three 
hours and 17 minutes more to fly’ 
solo from Honolulu’ than Sir 
Charles Kingsford-Smith, Australi- 
an, and his navigator, Capt. P. G. 
Taylor, required for the flight. 
Kingsford-Smith and Taylor made 
the first west-east trip Nov. 3 and 
4, 1934, in their long journey from 
Australia, in 14 hours and 59 min- 
utes. This was at an average of 
160 miles an hour. 

Miss Earhart, doing her own 
navigating while handling the 
plane, averaged 133 miles an hour, 
although she said she_ throttled 
down the last five hours to con- 
serve fuel. 


“IT knew she would do it,’ her 
mother, Mrs. Amy Otis Earhart, 
said at North Hollywood. “There 
was nothing to be excited about.” 

“Of course, I’m glad Amelia did 
it. But not because it is a record, 
or not because Amelia is famous. 
But because Amelia and I like try- 
ing things. We like to see what 
a person can do. My family, the 
Otises, the Boston Otises, were that 
way. Always trying new things.” 

Outline of Her Career. 


Miss Earhart was born in Atchi- 
son, Kan., July 24, 1898. Her first 
lessons in flying were received near 
Los Angeles, where she had gone to 
be with her father, Edwin E. Ear- 
hart, a railroad claim agent. She 
pawned jewelry and her fur coat to 
get the money for a plane, and 
worked ag a mail and file clerk 
to keep up her lessons—without 
her father finding out where the 
money was going. ‘ 

She was in Boston completing 
her second year as a social work- 
er in the famous Denison House 
settlement in 1928 when she met 
Putnam, who was seeking a woman 
pilot for the trans-Atlantic flight 
being sponsored by Mrs. Frederick 
Guest of London. It was this 
flight which brought her fame and 
fortune. With Wilmer Stultz and

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12. — The 


celebrated section 7-A of the Na- 
tional Recovery Act, which pur- 
ports to guarantee labor’s right of 
collective bargaining, may remain 


unchanged when the revised ver- 
sion of the measure is presented to 
Congress for re-enactment a few 
weeks nence. This disclosure is 
likely to cause some surprise, since 
the indefiniteness of the section 
has precipitated some of the most 
violent controversies arising under 
NRA. 

The administration’s tentative de- 
cision to let the provision stand in 
its present form apparently is ac- 
tuated by the desire, first, to avoid 
antagonizing either labor or busi- | 
ness by taking a more positive 
stand one way or the other; and 
second, to forestall a violent fight 
in Congress. By steering the mid- 
dle course the administration would 
shift the responsibility of a final 
interpretation to the courts. 

The act is being rewritten by 
Donald R. Richberg, executive di- 
rector of the National Emergency 
Council. This week a spokesman 
for the United States Chamber of 
Commierce visited him and said the 
chamber felt that, if 7-A was in- 
corporated in the act, it should be 
revised to state that coercion on 
the part of union labor (in the mat- 
ter of joining a union) was equally 
abhorrent with coercion on the part 
of employers. In other words, that 
it was just as unlawful for a union 
to force employes into its ranks as 
for employers to force them into 
company unions. 

Richberg replied that his advice 
was to let the section alone. He 
warned the employers’ spokesman 
that if the section was reopened 
organized labor would demand a 
provision making union member- 
ship compulsory if determined by 
majority vote. He volunteered the 
further information that he had 
given corresponding advice to Wil- 
liam Green of the American Fed- 
eration, telling him that if labor 
reopened the issue business would 
certainly demand a weakening of 
the section. 


Of course, it remains a question | 


whether either or both sides will 
accept this advice. Assuming that 
they do so, and further that the ad- 
ministration itself does not change 
its mind between now and the in- 
troduction of the revised bill,-it is 
still very doubtful whether the re- 
spective friends of labor and busi- 
ness in Congress could be induced 
to abide by the tacit truce. It 
would be remarkable if they did.

John Martin of Frankford, Mo., 
recovered his eyesight Friday after 
four years of blindness. Donning 
specially prescribed spectacles in 
the office of the oculist who in 
November removed cataracts from 
both of Martin’s eyes, he exclaimed 
excitedly to his wife: 

“Why, mother, I can see you: You 
haven't changed a bit.

Two motions filed by Verne R. C. 
Lacy on behalf of his client, Felix 


Francis McDonald, a convict, who 
is scheduled to go to trial before 
Circuit Judge Nolte on Jan. 21 
charged with kidnaping Dr. Isaac 
D. Kelley for ransom, were over- 
ruled by Judge Nolte after a hear- 
ing at Clayton yesterday. A third 
was sustained with the assent of 
Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
Wolfe. 

First motion heard was one filed 
last October by Lacy, after Angelo 
Rosegrant, first of four defendants 
in the case to be tried, had been 
convicted and sentenced to 20 years 
in prison.

As to Lacy’s argument, 
he declared it would lead, if fol- 
lowed, to absurdity, and would re- 
sult in complete nullification of the 
grand jury’s traditional secrecy. He 
pee Some ey by the Court, which 
ovefruled the motion.

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INJUNCTION HITS 
UEY LONG'S NEW 
LAW ON PENSIONS 


Standard Oil Co. of Louisi- 
ana, Opposing Statute to 
Benefit Discharged Em- 
ployes, Gets Order.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. 12. — 
Federal District Court officials an- 
nounced here today that an inter- 
locutory injunction had been issued 
by the court restraining enforce- 
ment of the Huey Long dictated 
legislative act which authorizes 
state supervision of industrial pen- 
sions. 

The order was directed against 
the State Attorney General, Gaston 
L. Porterie, on a suit instituted by 
the Standard Oil Co. of Louisiana, 
which operates an extensive refin- 
ery business in Baton Rouge, and 
the Standard Pipeline Co., an affili- 
ate of Standard Oil. 

Hearing on the company’s appli- 
cation for a permanent injunction 
was set for Jan. 25 before a special 
three-Judge Federal court to be 
composed of two District Federal 
Judges and one Circuit Judge. 

To Protect Discharged Workers. 

The act, passed by the last special 
legislative session of 1934, provides 
for supervision of the pension sys- 
tem by a state commiftee and was 
declared by Long to be aimed at 
companies who “discharge employes 
a short time before they are eligible 
to receive pensions.” 

The Standard Oil Co. in its bill 
of complaint declared that enforce- 
ment of this law, act 19 of the third 
extraordinary session of 1934, would 
deprive them of their rights under 
the fourteenth amendment to the 
Federal Constitution and would in- 
volve an immediate outlay of $1,- 
000,000. 

The company also claimed that 
the act was discriminatory in that 
it applies only to companies having 
pension systems and that it takes 
away from the employer the right 


to contract with employes on pen- 


sions. 
The bill of complaint stated that

of selected acreage as a means of 
controlling capacity deserves seri- 
ous consideration,” the report said. 
“Such a national coal reserve would 
be leased as needed with payment 
of royalty to the United States.” 
The control of output or capacity 
of the mineral industries through a 
central supervising agency was 
suggested but the report said the 
bituminous coal and petroleum in- 
dustries would require separate leg- 
islation. 

The report was drafted before the 
Supreme Court decision which in- 
validated section 9-C of the Nation- 
al Industrial Recovery Act under 
which the Government attempted 
to regulate oil production. 

The committee mentioned the at- 
tempt to regulate petroleum output 
by State compacts but made no 
comment on specific plans other 
than to demand a method “that will 
minimize waste of oil, gas and res- 
ervoir energy and thus extend the 
life of our limited supply.’ 

The group said maximum prices 
should be determined by a cost- 
finding body as protection to con- 
sumers. The committee empha- 
sized the importance of mineral ex- 
ports, and advised that American 
companies be allowed to participate 
in international cartels. It sug- 
gested restrictions on imports 
which might lead to surplus pro- 
duction, but said no special conces- 
sions in freight rates or shipping 
subsidies should be made. 

Regulation of te export of scrap 
mineral and such metals as would 
be useful in war, and establish- 
ment of war reserves of imported 
minerals essential for national de 
fense, was advocated. 

Among the members of the Min- 
eral Policy Committee are Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes, Leon 
Henderson, the NRA director of re- 
search and planning; Herbert Feis, 
State Department economist and F.

Court in 1921.

KANSAS STUDENT LOSES FIGHT 
AGAINST MILITARY TRAINING 


Court Refuses to Enjoin State Col- 
lege From Requiring Him 
to Take Course. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 12—Judge 
Otis E. Hungate denied today the 
application of Raymond McMahon, 
Kansas State College student, for an 
order to enjoin school authorities 
from requiring him to take military 
training while enrolled as a student 
in veterinary medicine.

T HE firm that grew out of Thomas Bata’s shoe repair shop in his 


worn by virtually every kind and condition of people in the entire 


world.

Bata’s retail stores have been so success- 
ful in China that the firm is opening many 
more. Plans are being completed .to build a 
shoe factory near Shanghai to manufacture 
special sizes and types demanded by Chinese 
consumers. 

Although Bata sales have been steadily in- 
creasing in the Dutch East Indies, a repre- 
sentative of the firm is now selecting a fac- 
tory site and making other arrangements to 
begin manufacture, near Batavia, in Java. 
Similarly, a Bata agent is investigating the 
possibilities of manufacture in the Philippine 
Islands, where American shoes have dominat- 
ed the market. Sales of the Bata retail stores 
in Siam have mounted rapidly in recent 


months. 

Nearer home, in Haiti, the Bata retail shoe 
stores and persistent rumors that a factory 
would be established, have alarmed native 
craftsrnen, who until the last two years have 
made by hand virtually all shoes worn on the 
island. Reports to the Department of Com- 
merce indicate that manufacture will proba- 
bly not be established in Haiti, as tariff bar- 
riers are not high enough to make this step 
necessary. 

For some time the Bata company has owned 
a factory and town site in Maryland, near the 
main highway between Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia, and there have been reports that the 
company would construct a large plant. Bata 
now has a chain of retail stores in Chicago 
and contracts for large consignments with 
many big department stores in various parts 
of the country. 

Starting with his father’s small shoe shop 
in Zlin, Thomas Bata developed the idea of 
specializing in the manufacture of shoes. With 
the first machines that he was able to buy he 
began to make a cheap type of shoe for wom-

color combinations, Bata pushed a well-known 
type of shoe which is for the most part glued 
rather than sewed. In 1904 he and several 
of his workmen came to the United States and 
each worked in a different shoe factory in 
the neighborhood of Lynn, Massachusetts. On 
their way home they stopped to work in En- 
glish and German factories. They returned 
to Zlin with a wealth of information which 
Bata was not long in applying to his own 
business. 


Survives Crisis by Cutting 
His Prices 50 Per Cent. 


The business expanded rapidly and was 
given new impetus by the war. In 1917 pro- 
duction in the Bata plants reached 10,000 
pairs a day. Bata survived the post-war 
crisis by slashing his prices 50 per cent, a 
feat which his competitors could not begin 
to equal. This was possible partly because 
Bata had made his business entirely self- 
contained. He had his own forests and saw- 
mills, he made his own bricks, rubber, lasts, 
dies, shoe boxes, polishes, tanned his own 
leather, and so on down to the last item 
needed for manufacture. 

Also, he had early begun to free himself 
from subservience to American manufacturers 
of shoe machinery. As is well known, this ma- 
chinery is never sold, but is leased on a roy- 
alty basis, so that the company manufac- 
turing the machine derives a steady flow of 
profit so long as the machine endures. Bata 
would not be satisfied with such an arrange- 
ment. He had his own engineers devise, with 
the aid of American and European models, 
his own machines, combining second-hand 
parts with new parts. Today the Bata firm 
pays a relatively small sum in royalties for 
the use of American shoe machines. 


But an even more important factor in en- 
abling the Bata company to cut radically 
under competitor’s prices on the world mar- 
ket was the way in which provision had been 
made for the physical welfare of the laboring 
force; so that a cut could be made in the real 
money wages of the workers without impair- 
ing their efficiency or without jeopardizing 
the considerable labor reserves essential to so 
large an industry. 

Bata’s fellow countryman, Karel Capek, 
might have been describing the Bata plants 
when he wrote his satirical play, ““R. U. R.,” 
about workers who have become robots; their 
physical well-being perfectly attended to, but 
nevertheless robots whose one function is to 
tend the production line. The robots in “R.

Married workers 
live in company houses for two, three and 
four families. These houses are all of red 
brick and two stories high, designed, as are 
all company structures, by Bata architects.

male and young men, 18 to 20 years, $7.40;

girls under 20 years, $4.50. 

But because of the remarkable organization 
of the Bata plants, whereby some individual 
is made responsible for losses throughout the 
entire process of manufacture and sale, wages 
are said by American observers rarely to fall 
on these nominal levels. They are either 
above or below. 

The Bata system serves to hold someone 
responsible at all times. Every department 
of the entire works is run as an independent 
concern, showing either a profit or a loss, If 
there is a loss the superintendent and the 
men must stand it. Likewise, if there is a 
profit, all workers more than 20 years of age 
who have been with the firm more than a 
year share it within certain limits. However, 
the Department of Commerce report is at 
pains to point out, the workers must take 
their losses at once, but “‘can reap but 50 per 
cent of the profits at once. The other 50 per 
cent, plus 10 per cent interest, is payable after

He Calls Constitution Contract Between Peo- 
ple and Officials and Says It Intends to 
See Its Terms Are Complied With.

OR several thousand years 
F some hundreds of churches 

have been advocating respect 
for the observance of the Ten 
Commandments. So far, complete 
success has not been attained. 

For more than 150 years the 
American people generally have 
assumed that the Federal Consti- 
tution was so firmly established 
that it needed no continuing ad- 
vocacy for its protection. Events 
of the past few years have indi- 
cated that this was false optimism. 

That explains why the Ameri- 
can Liberty League came into ex- 
istence and why its founders in- 
tend that it shall remain in exist- 
ence for as long as may be neces- 
sary. 

A constitution has been de- 
scribed as a restraint upon the 
powers of government. That is 
certainly true as applied toa 
government in existence at the 
time the constitution is adopted. 


“Charter of Government.”’ 

But the American Constitution 
is more than that. It is the ac- 
tual charter of the Federal Gov- 
ernment; it called that govern- 
ment into existence; it specified 
what the Government may do and 
what it may not do. It is the edict 
of the people of the United States. 

The Constitution of the United 
States amounts to a contract be- 
tween the people and the officers 
of government; executive, legisla- 
tive, and judicial. That contract 
delegates to officials the power to 
do certain things and it forbids 
them to do certain other things. 

Contracts may be modified or 
canceled, but only by mutual con- 
sent or by methods specified in 
the contracts. The Federal Con- 
stitution contains adequate provi- 
sions for its own modification 
through the orderly processes of 
amendment. 


How Changes May be Made. 

If the American people wish to 
change the form of their govern- 
ment from a Federal republic 
with limited powers to an abso- 
lute dictatorship or to state so- 
cialism, they can do so by appro- 
priate amendments to the Consti- 
tution. 

However, so far, they have 
done nothing of the kind, and the 
existing contract is still binding, 
whether it is observed or not. 

One basic purpose of the Amer- 
ican Liberty League is to see to 
it that this contract is complied 
with—faithfully, honestly, com- 
pletely, and without evasion un- 
der the camouflage of giving new 
names to unconstitutional pro- 
posals. 

By the very nature of its bi- 
partisan parentage and member- 
ship the League is not a partisan 
organization. Neither is it an or- 
ganization devoted to the interests 
of any particular segment of the 
population, geographic, social, ra- 
cial, or financial. 

The League’s aims are very def- 
inite. They are as public as it 
has been possible to make them. 
They are embodied in its articles 
of incorporation as follows: 

“The particular business and 
objects of the society shall be to 
defend and uphold the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and to 
gather and disseminate informa- 
tion that (1) will teach the ne- 
cessity of respect for the rights of 
persons and property as funda- 
mental to every successful form of 
government and (2) will teach 
the duty of government to encour- 
age and protect individual and 
group initiative and enterprise, to 
foster the right to work, earn, 
save and acquire property, and to 
preserve the ownership and law- 
ful use of property when ac- 
quired.” 

It will be noted that the state- 
ment of principles links the 
“rights of persons and property.” 
There is a very good reason for 


that conjunction. 


In the view of those who come 
pnise the membership of the 
League the superficially drawn 
distinction between “human 
sights” and “property rights” is a 
catch-phrase and nothing more. 
[he two so-called categories of 
rights are inseparable in any so- 
ciety short of Utopia or absolute 
communism. 

To protect a man’s so-called 
human rights and strip him of his 
property rights would be to issue 
him a fishing license and then 
prohibit him from baiting his 
hook. 


Stands for Property Rights. 

Furthermore, there is one very 
clear lesson. to be learned from 
history—namely, that governmen- 
tal disregard for property rights 
soon leads to disregard for other 
rights. A bureaucracy or despot- 
ism that robs citizens of their 
property does not like to be haunt- 
ed by its victims. 

The prevention of governmen- 
tal encroachments upon the rights 
of citizens was one of the princi- 
pal reasons for the division of the 
Federal Government into the 
legislative, judicial and executive 
branches. Where one man, or 
one bureau, is lawmaker, prose- 
cuting attorney, judge, jury and 
sheriff, there is no protection for 
the citizen. 

There is no justification, under 
the traditional American system 
of government, for permitting an 
executive bureau to issue orders 
having the force of laws and sub- 
jecting citizens to criminal or 
civil penalties; there is no justifi- 
cation for permitting an executive 
official to take over the legisla- 
tive prerogative of levying taxes 
and specifying the purposes and 
manner of disbursement of rev- 
enues. 


Meeting an Emergency. 

The need for rigid observance 
of constitutional restrictions is 
always greater in emergencies 
than in more normal times, be- 
cause the emergencies produce 
constant pressure for disregard or 
evasion of limitations. 

Such pressure is dangerous 
enough when exerted upon the 
Senate or the House, though in 
Congress the interests of one 
group or section may be counter- 
balanced by the conflict with oth- 
er groups or sections, and the net 
result is likely to be action in the 
interest of the entire nation. 

A totally different. situation 
arises when Congress evades its 
constitutional resfonsibilities and 
delegates legislative powefs to one 
man or one bureau. 

The American Liberty League 
believes that Congress, having 
been elected to represent the peo- 
ple, should not shirk its task by 
delegating authority to bureaus 
to promulgate arbitrary regula- 
tions having the force of laws. 


Delegation of Power. 

Likewise, the League believes 
that Congress should not attemp? 
to delegate judicial power to e» 
ecutive bureaus. The court of tne 
nation and not Government bu- 
reaus should pass upon questions 
of civil justice. 

It is also the belief of the 
League that the right to author- 
ize the spending of public funds 
and to raise revenue is solely the 
function of the legislative branch 
of the Government and that bal- 
anced budgets and sound fiscal 
policies are possible only while 
Congress retains its full responsi- 
bility for the nature and manner 
of spending public money. 

In its efforts to promote its be- 
liefs before the American people, 
the League will deal in facts and 
not ip visions. 

Its objective is to persuade the 
elective officials of the Govern- 
ment to follow the principles in 
which the League believes. 

The methods which the League 
will utilize while working for this 
objective will vary with the situa- 
tions presented. However, they 
will be effective methods and they 
will be unremitting.

Saying that the right of the TVA 
to produce power for its own lawful 
activities and to sell any incidental 
surplus, should not be interfered 
with, Judge Grubb said, “The trans- 
action and contracts between the 
Authority and the Alabama Power 
Co. have no relation to such produc- 
tion of electric power or to the dis- 
posal of such a surplus. They are in

Special con- 
sideration is given in the event of 
serious economic disturbances or 
conditions which are unavoidable. 
In the export field, where the firm 
grants an agency, the agent is re- 
quired to take a definite quantity of 
shoes or otherwise sacrifice the 
agency. 

Standardization to Greater Degree 

Than in America. 

Standardization in the factories 
is carried to a greater degree than 
in America even, according to ob- 
servers. “The moving belt or con- 
veyor system is in use in all de- 
partments. The shoes move slowly 
on these conveyors, and, as they 
pass, the workmen see that they 
quickly and correctly complete the 
operation for which they are ac- 
countable, returning the shoe to 
the conveyor. Only one kind of a 
shoe of a certain last is turned out 
in each department. The workmen 
have thereby become very efficient 
and are reported to be able to turn 
out 10 to 11 pairs of shoes per day 
per man.” 

“A visit to Zlin,” says the Gov- 
ernment report, “is certainly a reve- 
lation. The buildings are large, 
concrete structures with American 
fenestre sash windows. The streets 
are clean, the workmen’s houses 
are bright and tidy, the factories 
are light and neat, and the general 
atmosphere is cheerful and stimu- 
lating.” 

Making Unshod Nations “Shoe-Con- 
scious.” 

One of the most successful of the 
Bata policies has been that of in- 
troducing cheap shoes where shoes, 
or at any rate manufactured shoes, 
have never before been worn. This 
has worked not only in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia and throughout Central Eu- 
rope, but in Arabia, Africa, Haiti 
and the Canary Islands. Bata fac- 
tories are now operating in Hol- 
land, Belgium, Switzerland, En- 
gland, Hungary, Yugoslavia, Pales- 
tine and Germany. It has been the 
Bata policy in still other countries 
to purchase an old established firm, 
retaining the firm name and a set 
of dummy directors. 

The fleet of Bata airplanes is en- 
gaged in carrying Bata salesmen 
all over the world. A fleet of Bata 
steamships carries finished goods 
to the perts of the seven seas and 
brings back raw materials.

Firm Heads Give Estimate of 9 Per

St. Louis shoe company officers 
estimate that local factories last 
year exceeded the 1933 output by 
about 9 per cent. Actual produc- 
tion figures will not be available 
until next month, but it was esti- 
mated that approximately 75,000,000 
pairs of shoes were made here in 
1934. 

Shoe manufacturers enjoyed a 
good market in the first months of 
1934 and the unsettled period dur- 
ing the middle of the year was fol- 
lowed by a returning tide of orders, 
which kept factories busy through 
the closing months. The nation’s 
shoe output of 350,000,000 pairs ex- 
ceeded the 1933 volume. Leaders 
anticipate further improvement 
during the first half of 1935.

HARVARD PRESIDENT 
SAYS NAZIS ATTACK 
FAITH OF SCHOLARS 


He Denounces Germany, Com- 
paring Its Course to Phase 
of English Puritanism. 


AMHERST, Mass. Jan. 12.— 
President James B. Conant of Har- 
vard University today condemned 
the hostile criticism of colleges and 
universities as focal points for “free 
inquiry” and denounced Germany 
as a country where the scholar’s 
faith in the human mind was being 
attacked “with every conceivable 
weapon.” 

Dr. Conant’s address, at a special 
convocation at Amherst College as 
that institution conferred on him 
a degree of Doctor of Laws, re- 
called Harvard’s refusal last year 
of a scholarship offered by Ernst 
F. S. Hanfstaengl, aid to Chan- 
cellor Hitler of Germany. 

“The ever-recurring suspicion of 
man’s creative intelligence has once 
again become a powerful force and 
threatens to sweep all before it,” 
Dr. Conant declared. 

“The universities and colleges as 
focal points for speculation and re- 
search are the subject of hostile 
criticism, and in at least one coun- 
try have suffered a_ devaStating 
prosecution. Man’s restless spirit 
of inquiry has always been discon- 
certing to those who demand a final 
and unchanging picture of the uni- 
verse.” 

He said the scholar’s faith in the 
human mind was a faith alien to 
the “fanatical social reformer who 
will attack it with every conceiv- 
able weapon, such has been the 
case in countless localized combats 
during the development of the uni- 
versities, such was the case during 
one phase of the English Puritan 
rebellion, such is the case in Ger- 
many today.”

APPEAL ON DEDUCTION 
OF U.S ESTATE TH 


Missouri Supreme Court Asked 
to Rule on the Connection 
With State Levy. 


Whether it is legal to deduct the 
Federal estate tax in computing the 
State inheritance tax is a question 
involved in an appedl taken to the 


Missouri Supreme Court by Attor- 
ney-General McKittrick. The ap- 
peal is from a decision rendered 
last month by former Circuit Judge 
Green, holding that the tax should 
be deducted. 

The decision was in a test ac- 
tion which arose in the estate of 
William H. V. Rosing, an electrical 
engineer, who died two years ago. 
His estate, valued at $191,000, was 
assessed $11,588 State inheritance 
tax, without the Federal tax deduc- 
tion, that tax being $9800. The as- 
sessment was made by Frank H. 
Fisse, Probate Court appraiser. 

The Mississippi Valley Trust Co., 
executor of the Rosing estate, con- 
tended the estate had been improp- 
erly taxed. Its objection was sus- 
tained by the Probate Court, which 
ruling was later affirmed in Cir- 
cuit Court. 

The Attorney-General, through 
his assistant, Edward H. Miller, 
said in taking the appeal that the 
finding was contrary to the law 
and the evidence. It was the con- 
tention of the State that it is en- 
titled to a tax on the whole estate, 
without regard to the Federal tax. 
Under an opinion rendered by Mc- 
Kittrick’s predecessor, appraisers 
had allowed the deduction. How- 
ever ,when McKittrick took office 
he held that the Federal assess- 
ment should not be‘subtracted in 
computing the State tax. 

In contending for the deduction, 
counsel for the executor pointed 
out that the State tax was levied 
against the bequests of each bene- 
ficiary, which are paid after the 
Federal tax has been settled. In 
the Rosing estate the amount in 
dispute was $940, but a final de- 
cision in the matter will affect a 
large number of similar cases pend- 
ing in Missouri, which involve the 
payment of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. In St. Louis alone 40 
such claims are being handled by 
the Attorney-General’s office. 

Miller, who represents the Attor- 
ney-General in thfs city, appeared 
yesterday to have the court sign a 
bill of exceptions necessary to per- 
fect an appeal.

FREDERICK D. GARDNER 
INHERITANCE TAX $8093 


Assessment Is Based on a Gross 
Valuation of $590,729 
for Estate. 


A State inheritance tax of $8093 
was assessed against the estate of 
Frederick D. Gardner, former Gov- 
ernor of Missouri, by Edwin W. Lee, 
tax appraiser, as shown by his re- 
port filed in Probate Court yester- 
day. 

The executors, William K. Gard- 
ner, Dozier L. Gardner and the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Trust Co., forwarded 
a check in payment of the tax to the 


State Treasurer yesterday. 

Gov. Gardner, who was president 
of the St. Louis Casket Co., died 
Dec. 18, 1933. His estate was valued 
in an inventory at $148,822, but the 
inheritance tax appraiser found the 
actual gross valuation to be $590,- 
729. This increase was due to the 
fact that the inventory carried 1300 
shares of stock in the casket com- 
pany at a nominal value of $1 a 
share, while the appraiser listed the 
real worth at $300 a share, or a 
total of $390,000. Other items listed 
at a nominal value also were placed 
at their actual value in levying the 
tax. 

The tax was based on a net val- 
uation of $453,000, certain deduc- 
tions having been allowed. 

Among the bequests subject to 
the: tax were gifts of $200 each to 
38 employes who had been with the 
casket company for 20 years or 
more, and gifts of $100 each to 51 
employes who had been with the 
company 10 years or more. The 
former were assessed $10 each and 
the latter $5 each on their legacies.

U. S. Auto Exports 
More Than Twice as 
Large as in 1933 


Total for 11 Months of 1934 More 
Than _,$183,000,000, Federal 
‘Bureau Finds. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Amer- 
ican automobile manufacturers, go- 
ing after more world business in 
1935, will have before them heart- 
ening figures as to what happened 
to their exports in 1934. 

Statistics just compiled by the 
Department of Commerce show ex- 
ports in the first 11 months of 1934 
—the complete year’s record is un- 
available as yet—were more than 
double those in the same months 
in 1933. 

The department reports the val- 
ue of exports of automobile prod- 
ucts in the 1934 period was $183- 
445,402, against $84,317,162 in 1933 
and $76,676,992 in 1932. 

Meanwhile, a slight recession in 
last November’s exports under 
those of October was noted—$11,- 
447,416, compared with $12,764,001, 
but the upward climb over Novem- 
ber of 1933 was marked-—-$11,447,416 
against $7,717,417.

Due to the flexibility of newspa- 
per advertising and the speed with 
which, through the use of newspa- 
per space, the advertiser’s message 
can be published from coast to 
coast, this type of advertising is ex- 
ceptionally efficient in developing 
automobile sales, according to 
Thomas H. Corpe, advertising man- 
ager of the Buick Motor Co. 

Discussing Buick advertising for 
1935, Corpe said that newspapers 
would be the backbone of the com- 
pany’s program. 

“Newspapers are the ideal media 
because of the speed with which an 
advertisement can be handled and 
because of their wide coverage of 
the automobile market,” he said. 
“There are no ‘closing dates’ to con- 
tend with, and the advertiser’s storv 
can be told as spot news. Becaus2 
advertising is essentially the news 
of a product, this time element .s 
an important consideration. 

“It is particularly important in 
view of sales developments in the 
automobile industry. .It is evident 
that the selling peaks, which at one 
time could be counted upon to occur 
regularly at certain times each year, 
are changing and that the advertis- 
er cannot rely upon them as he did 
formerly in planning his campaigns. 

“Moreover, it frequently is desir-

Former Yugoslavian Army Cap- 
tain on Way to New York to 
Face Bigamy Charge.

BRENNER PASS, Austrian 
Frontier, Jan. 12.—Ivan Poderjay, 
former Yugoslavian army captain, 
said today, while on his way from 
Vienna to Italy and the United 
States, that it was ridiculous for 
American authorities to charge him 
with bigamy, because he was still 
a bachelor. 

“It is true,” he said in this moun- 
tain military pass, “that I was mar- 
ried to Suzanne Ferrand. But then 
the authorities declared our mar- 
riage void for technical reasons.” 

Poderjay, who police say has 
been proved by the records to have 
had at least three wives, said “So 
sure am I of acquittal in the Unit- 
ed States that I am now making 
plans to return to Europe and mar- 
ry Suzanne Ferrand.” He declared 
he would be absolved also of any 
culpability in the disappearance 
of Agnes 
Tufverson, New York and Detroit 
woman attorney. 

Austrian officials, shortly after 
his arrival here, handed him over 
to Italian detectives who will es- 
cort him to Genoa, where he is to 
embark on a steamer for New 
York. 

Jacob von Weisenstein, New 
York detective, who will accom- 
pany Poderjay to the United States, 
has in his possession copies of mar- 
riage certificates showing Poderjay 
was married not only to the Fer- 
rand woman but also to Miss Tuf- 
verson. 

“As far as Miss Tufverson is 
concerned,” Poderjay said, “I can 
only say that we parted good 
friends when I left New York. She 
agreed to go her way and I my 
way. I have no idea as to what be- 
came of her but I’m certain she is 
still living.” 


New York records show Poder- 
jay was married to Miss Tufverson 
in the Little Church Around the 
Corner, New York . City, Dec. 4, 
1933. He married the Ferrand 
woman in London the previous 
March.

VIENNA, Jan. 12.—To Ivan Pod- 
erjay’s assertion that he is still sin- 
gle, Jacob von Weisenstein, the 
New York detective who will take 
Poderjay to New York to face big- 
amy charges, today retorted: “Its 
the swan song of a braggart.” 

“Poderjay may dream of the 
New York courts’ liberating him,” 
the detective said, “but his dream 
won't be realized because we've got 
the goods on him.” 

Von Weisenstein wil leave Vien- 
na tonight for Genoa to take Pod- 
erpay into his custody aboard the 
liner President Polk.

CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—lIndications that 
flurried seiiing credited to gold clause 
dilemmas had about ended led iate today 
to virtual complete recovery from new set- 

of grain prices. A view has been 
expressed that a reaction from recent al- 
lowance had n due. 

Although it is expected the United States 
Supreme Court will not announce a gold 
clause decision for at least two weeks, most 
market observers expressed belief the bulk 
of liquidation was now practically com- 
plete. (Leading trade authorities said that 
there had been a big change of ownership 
of grain contracts today, with the propér- 
ty passing into stronger hands. 

After a fresh break of more than a 
cent a bushel today in addition to yester- 
day's losses, wheat ciosed steady at the 
same as yesterday's finish to 
May 99% @99%e, corn 1% off to % up, 
May 89@89\%c, oatg at % decline to % 
advance, and provisions unchanged to @ 
setback of 22 cents. 

Substantial purchasing for cash inter- 
ests and for Chicago speculators became 
apparent in wheat, corn and oats aiike 
when the markets reached bottom prices 
heretofore unmatched since Dec, 24. Earlier, 
there had been a constant rush of sell- 
ing on the part of grain holders who it was 
claimed, feared a ruling from the Supreme 
Court adverse to the administration stand 
in the pending gold clause cases. In this 
connection as well as in the subsequent 
rally, grain traders were guided to a - 
siderable degree by the behavior of securi- 
ties at New York. 

Predictiong of a seyere cold wave likely 
to overspread the domestic grain belt had 
more or less effect as a curb on sellers 
of wheat, and helped to give prices a lift. 
The evident main influence, through, to- 
ward effecting restored confidence in the 
trade was that mills and other strong 
interests showed a willingness to assume 
ownership of liquidated, lines. Moreover, 
numerous commission houses that had been 
persistent sellers switched their course, and 
became equally large buyers. 

Corn, oats and rye tumbled and then 
rallied, duplicating the action of wheat. 
Prospective unfavorable weather in the corn 
belt received a good deal of attention. 

In the provision market, stop loss selling 
of lard was a feature. Packers, however, 
gave timely support to prices.

Wishing to get still more details, per- 
haps even hoping to get a job in the arms 
factory, Graves went.to Beardmore and Co. 
one day and asked whether they had any 
work for him. He was refused a job on the 
ground that aliens were not employed there, 
but even while being refused his eyes were 
storing up a mental picture of the ground 
plan and general arrangement of the plant. 

Then, one winter night, the young 
draughtsman came home late from the fac- 
tory and went to bed almost immediately, 
dead tired. Graves disguised himself in the 
clothes his friend had just taken off, pock- 
eted a key to the draughting room and 
appeared at the plant half an hour later. 
The watchman let him in and he found the 
draughting room and went to work. 

Tacking a black oilcloth covering over 
the window, he rummaged around until he 
had found plans for the new naval guns. 
These he fastened to the door with thumb 
tacks. Then he set up a little camera and 
began to take flashlight pictures. 

It was a successful visit, and Graves re- 
peated the performance twice, intending to 
steal the plans themselves the fourth time. 
But meanwhile a Captain Trench of the 
British Secret Service had gotten a job as 
foreman in the factory. He became sus- 
picious of the nocturnal worker's diligence 
and decided to investigate the draughting 
room. Traces of magnesium and marks of 
thumb tacks on the door gave Captain 
Trench a couple of valuable clues as to 
what was going on. But Graves knew of 
Trench’s presence in the factory and 
avoided the trap. He _ persuaded his 
draughtsman friend to go to the factory 
one evening and get him a compass. When 
the young man failed to return, Graves 
assumed that he had been arrested by 
Trench, and made his escape. 

Captain Trench was the man who later 
arrested Graves, who was posing as a Dutch- 
man in an effort to leave England. The 
case caused considerable stir and Graves 
was sentenced to a long imprisonment. All 
this is told in Berndorff's book, where it 1s 
also said that Graves afterwards made a 
proposal to the British agent asking that he 
secure his release in return for information 
about a secret treaty that was allegedly be- 
ing negotiated in New York between Japan 
and Germany. Berndorff says this was ac- 
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cepted and that Graves then became at- 
tached to the British Secret Service 

It is a matter of recotd that Graves 
actually was. arrested and imprisoned by 
the British. But from other sources it has 
been found that Graves’ term of imprison: 
ment was originally set at only eight months 
Afterwards objections to his release were 
actually raised on the floor of the British 
House of Commons, and they resulted in a 
Foreign Office official statement to the 
effect that Graves had never been entrusted 
with a mission to a foreign country. 

In all these stories there is such a blend- 
ing of probabilities and inadequately dis- 
posed-of improbabilities that it is impossible 
to make a positive statement as to the ex- 
tent of Graves’ veracity. Certainly it is true 
that secret agents have betrayed their own 
governments and been hired by the govern: 
ments whose secrets they were attempting to 
obtain. There is a vaguely plausible ring to 
all Graves’ stories, despite official and un- 
official denials which seek to invalidate all 
of them. It would be unfair to say that the 
man's own account of his exploits is over- 
drawn and unreliable were it not for the 
subsequent developments in his career 


HEN Graves was released after serv- 
ing the term imposed by the Scottish 
High Court of Justice, he came to America, 
reaching New York in June, 1913. He let it 
be generally known that he had come as a 
British secret agent, claimed he had been 
unpaid for his services in trailing a German 
confidential envoy from Bremen and that 
he possessed a copy of a treaty which would 
ally Germany and Japan in the event of 
war between the latter nation and the 
United States. Then he set himself up as a 
sort of oracle concerning international! mis- 
chief and intrigue. And America was suf- 
ficiently jittery, what with the Balkan wars 
and the rumors that kept filtering across 
the Atlantic. to listen, even if it didn't quite 
swallow Graves’ wild talk. The revelations 
he published in magazines and books (he 
claimed to be the Kaiser's personal spy, fre- 
quently decorated) caused wide comment 
His lectures and articles had just enough 
plausibility to give the imagination some- 
thing to feed on, and enough of his prophe- 
cies came true so that people often forgot 
the ones that didnt. |

Graves took the letters to Washington 
and started negotiations with Prince von 
Hatzfeldt, counsellor at the German Em- 
bassy. Hatzfeldt talked to him, made an- 
other appointment, arranged that Depart 
ment of Justice agents should be there to 
atrest Graves at their second meeting. The 
trap was sprung and Graves was taken to 
Bruce Bielaski, chief of the Bureau of In 
vestigation, for several hours’ questioning. 
In the end he was released on $2000 bond, 
charged with blackmail and bringing stolen 
letters to Washington. 

“Never in my long career as a spy,” he 
told reporters, “have I been in such personal 
danger as I am right now.” The pudgy. 
guttural-voiced German was bent on im- 
pressing the puBlic (“my only ‘life insur- 
ance’) with the fact that he was fighting 
single-handed against an 
malign enemy, an army of deadly spies.

er penny. By 1894 Sher- 
lock had made him famous 
the world over, but was be- 
ginning to bore him so des- 
perately he contrived the killing—by 
the hand of another of his creatures, 
a master criminal—for which the Ir- 
regulars retaliate by calling the auth- 
or a myth. Public outcry forced him 
to bring .the detective back to life and 
write another series of adventures, but 
in 1903 he managed to dispose of 

Holmes with finality. 

Sherlock Holmes has been translat- 
ed into almost every language. Even 
Japan enjoyed the Holmes play. Sher- 
lockiana are almost more than a hob- 
by in keeping alive the quaint and sin- 
ister characters that Doyle’s imagina- 
tion conjured up.

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CHIEF of the TERROR—and AGENT | 
of the SECRET POLICE 


Madame E. K. Breshkovskaya, “grand- 


mother” of the Russian Revolution.

HAT ruthless polit- 
ical tactic, the Ter- 
ror, has been re- 
vived in Russia. 
The recent assassi- 
nation of Sergei 
Kiroff, secretary of 
theCommunist 
Central Committee, 
must, apparently, 
be added to the long list of Russian 
murders which were committed pri- 
marily as blows against a govern- 
ment—an ‘impersonal’ kind of 
slaughter planned and carried out un- 
der the direction of revolutionary or- 
ganizations. 

In the days of Czarism, the Terror 
rose sporadically in Russia, and -men 
in high official places kept fearful 
watch for the bomb, bullet or knife- 
thrust which would express disap- 
proval of some governmental policy 
or method, and, incidentally, remove 
them from the land of the living. 
From time to time the Social Revo- 
lutionery Party, which sought to im- 
prove the lot of the common people, 
employed the Terror as part of its 
strategy. Among those who planned 
and executed the acts of terrorism 
were sensitive intellectuals and ideal- 
ists, some of whom with difficulty 
subordinated their abhorrence of mur- 
der to their support of a cause. 

But the old Terror ended with the 
fall of Aseff, leader of the terrorists 
of his time. The exposure of this 
cynical scoundrel as an agent of the 
police so weakened the morale of the 
terrorist organization, by making its 
members distrustful of one another, 
that it soon ceased to function. The 
systematic slaying of high Government 
officials as an instrument of protest 
was abandoned several years before 
the World War and it remained for 
mass revolt to accomplish what ter- 
rorism by a’small group had failed to 
do. 

While it flourished, the Terror was 
the cause of constant warfare be- 
tween revolutionaries and the Ochrana, 
or Secret Police. And in this war- 
fare JIevno Aseff for years took a 
leading part. He played two. roles. 
In one he organized assassinations for 
the terrorists. In the other he in- 
formed the police of what the revo- 
lutionaries were doing, balked their 
plans, betrayed his trusting comrades 
for arrest and execution. Sometimes 
he was false to the police and had 
Government notables, including a 
grand duke and a cabinet minister, 
murdered. From both sides he took 
money. And he kept the double game 
going for more than a decade before 
he was exposed. 

The story of this almost incredible 
duplicity is told in detail by Boris 
Nikolajewsky in ‘‘Aseff the Spy,” re- 
cently published. In matter-of-fact 
fashion, the author sets forth, against 
a background of official intrigue and 
the general revolutionary movement 
in Russia, the shameful exploits of a 
cunning, supremely greedy, thorough- 
ly despicable villain. 

levno Aseff was born into a poor 
Jewish family in a provincial Russian 
town. His father managed to give 
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him some. education, 
and he worked as a 
youth at various occu- 
pations---tutor, newspa- 
per reporter, clerk and 
commercial traveler. 
Some of his associates 
were young. radicals, 
and in 1892 he was in 
danger of being arrested 
for minor revolutionary 
activity. From this dan- 
ger he fled to Germany, 
financing the flight with 
800 roubles he had em- 
bezzled——-proceeds of the 
sale of a consignment of 
butter entrusted to him 
as a salesman. At Karls- 
ruhe he entered a tech- 
nical school and joined 
a circle of other Russian 
students of revolution- 
ary ideas. 

When his money ran 
out, Aseff wrote to the 
Russian police, offering 
to send information 
about the revolutionary 
movement among. Rus- 
sian students in foreign 
countries and among 
the radicals of Rostov, 
where he had formerly 
lived. His offer was accepted and so 
in 1893 he was put on a salary of 50 
rubles a month. He continued to make 
a show of great poverty, even applying 
for help to charitable institutions; be- 
came an extremist, an advocate of the 
Terror in his talks with other stu- 
dents, attended many revolutionary 
meetings, married a woman revolu- 
tionary, and sent in his reports to the 
Russian police. Some of these reports 
were responsible for numerous arrests 
in Rostov. 

In 1899, having completed a course 
in electrical engineering and gotten 
his police salary raised to 100 roubles 
a month, Aseff returned to Russia to 
become a secret agent of the Moscow 
Ochrana. The police arranged for 
him to get a job as an engineer, and 
revolutionary acquaintances in Ger- 
many recommended him to persons of 
liberal sentiments in Moscow. ‘There 
he soon enjoyed the confidence of Zu- 
batoff, chief of the Moscow Ochrana. 
and of the local group of Social Rev- 
Olutionaries——despite an appearance 
which was anything but prepossessing: 
puffy face, low forehead, thick lips, 
heavy, clumsy figure. 

One of the first police coups which 
he made possible through his Moscow 
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The Grand Duke Sergei, whose assassination 


was planned by Aseff.

The betrayed Argunoff had entrusted 
the task to him. His police salary had 
risen to 500 roubles a month. 

In this organization work Aseff 
came into contact with such redoubt- 
able revolutionaries as E. K. Bresh- 
kovskaya, ‘‘Grandmother of the Rev- 
olution” (who died last year): G. A. 
Gershuni, M. R. Gotz and V. M. Tcher- 
noff. Gershuni particularly admitted 
Aseff to his confidence, and the Spy, 
informing the police, “In Berlin and 
in Paris I have penetrated into the 
very heart of things,” gave them de-

tailed reports on this energetic enemy 
of the Government. 

Gershuni at that time was planning 
the assassination of Minister of the 
Interior Sipyagin, which was to sig- 
nalize adoption of the Terror by the 
new party and formation of its Battle 
Organization, the active’ terrorist 
group. Aseff advised the police to 
keep an eye on Gershuni but not to 
arrest him. But the terrorist gave the 
watchers the slip and brought about 
the murder of the Minister; a student, 
disguised as a military officer, shot 
Sipyagin to death on April 15, 1902, 
and was hanged for the deed. It 
was the beginning of the campaign of 
terrorism by the Battle Organization. 

There seems to have been an ex- 
altation in these terrorists as they 
wielded the weapon of assassination in 
their fight against absolutism. Gershu- 
ni, after the killing of Sipyagin, was 
described by a comrade as “cheerful 
and gay and full of his first import- 
ant success.’ A meeting of revolu- 
tionaries, on receiving word of an- 
other assassination, became almost 
hysterical with elation. 

Up to about this time Aseff appears 
to have been loyal to his employers, 
the police. He reported fully what 
information he gathered. But’ with 
the beginning of the Terror he began 
playing his double game, helping now 
the police, now the revolutionaries, as 
self-interest dictated. While he had 
put a watch on Gérshuni, he had not 
given away the assassination plot, and 
afterward told the police that Gershu- 
ni was not concerned in it. A plausible 
explanation for this course is that 
Aseff wanted to keep Gershuni free to 
strengthen his own standing in revo- 
lutionary circles; and also feared sus- 
picion would fall on him if a man 
who had become so closely associated 
with him were arrested. For the next 
five years or more he was constantly 
trying to maintain his position by ren- 
dering each side enough service to 
make it think he served it exclusively. 

Aseff joined the Battle Organiza- 
tion, the leader of which was Gershu- 
ni. He helped plan political assaasi- 
nations-—-most of which failed to come 
off because he had warned the police. 
And after Gershuni was arrested, he, 
Aseff the police stool pigeon, became 
chief of the Battle Organization, the 
active director of the revolutionary 
Terror. 

The arrest of Gershuni, incidentally, 
was not Aseff's doing. The police had 
discovered without Aseff’s help Ger- 
shuni’s importance and had instituted 
an extensive search for him. Aseff 


later admitted he would have betrayed 
his comrade if he could have arranged 
to get 50,000 rubles for it. 

The first important task to confront 
Aseff in his new position of leader- 
ship was to arrange for the assassina- 
tion of V. K. Plehve, Minister of the 
Interior, who was blamed for an anti- 
Jewish pogram in which many people 
were killed. Aseff planned this act 
of terrorism carefully—and did not 
“tip off’ the police. Months were 
spent in preparation for the attempt. 
While this work was going on, Aseff 
learned that a small independent 
group of terrorists, led by a woman, 
S. Klitchoglu, was hatching a plot of 
its own to kill Plehve. He nipped 
this plot by exposing it to the police, 
who arrested the woman. In journey- 
ing from Paris to St. Petersburg to 
make the exposure, Aseff took advan- 
tage of the company of a high police 
official to take into Russia a quantity 
of dynamite for his own assassination 
scheme. On July 18, 1904, the kill- 
ing was accomplished. As Plehve 
rode down the Izmallovsky Prospect 
on his way to keep an appointment 
with the Czar, Igor Sazonoff ran to 
his carriage and threw a 12-pound 
bomb against it. Carriage and occu- 
pant were blown to pieces. Aseff re- 
ceived the news of the triumph in 
Warsaw. 

The assassination of Plehve gave 
Aseff immense prestige in the party 
of whose Central Committee he was 
already a member. The Battle Organ- 
ization assumed an independent status, 
with its own treasury. Aseff con- 
trolled these funds, and from them he 
feathered his nest. 

The Terror’s next. blow was at the 
Court reactionary group, which op- 
posed governmental reform. Several 
of the leaders were to be slain simul- 
taneously, but plans went awry and 
only one murder actually was accom- 
plished. That victim was pretty big 
game, though—the Grand Duke Ser- 
gei, uncle of the Czar. He was killed 
by a bomb at the Kremlin in Moscow, 
February 17, 1905. Aseff was out of 
the country at the time.

In those 
days St. Petersburg was the spy’s 
headquarters, but he spent a good deal 
of time traveling in Russia and other 
countries, giving police intormation 
about revolutionaries abroad as well as 
at home. 

Shortly after the assassination of 
the Grand Duke the Rattle Organiza- 
tion was so weakened by the arrest of 
a number of its members that it had to 
be reorganized. The arrests were 
caused by another agent provocateur. 
N. Tataroff, who had risen to a posi- 
tion of some prominence in the Social! 
Revolutionary Party. He, in turn, was 
betrayed to the revolutionaries by a 
Spy in the ranks of the police, and the 
Terrorists condemned him to death. 
The sentence was carried out by a 
Terrorist who stabbed the traitor, aft- 
er invading his father’s house. Tata- 
roff had been paid 16,000 rubles by 
the police in the eight months of his 
service to them. 

Another police spy executed by the 
terrorists was the priest Gapon, who 
had become a hero to the _ revo- 
lutionaries by leading the crowd to the 
Czar’s palace on ‘‘Bloody Sunday,” and 
later had entered the service of the 
police. Gapon was enticed to a lonely 
villa, tricked into exposing his treach- 
ery, and hanged.

Charles Finger spent a plush- 
lined childhood and early youth, 
the son of a conservative and alto- 
gether quite ordinary English 
‘manufacturer. It wasn't until he 
|had finished his education, by 
'which time his father had be- 
come financially embarrassed, 
‘that he cut his early ties and be- 
came a flotsam adventurer. He 
left England as a sailor before the 
went to South America, 


| Joined and deserted the Chilean 


cowhand, 
‘hobo, boiler-maker, auditor, shep- 


army, and then proceeded from 
one thing to another until he was 
the rugged frontier life 
of Tierra del Fuego. He worked 
at numerous jobs, including that 
of a wandering accordion-playing 
troubadour. That his life was one 
of adventure (high and low ad- 
venture) must be taken for grant- 
there isn’t time to go in- 
to detail. Suffice it to say that 
at various times he was in va- 
rious tight places—shot at, tan- 
gled in a duel, frequently broke, 
and apparently very -happy and 
carefree with it all. He traveled 
a great deal. 

He had been successful as well 
as unsettled during the long pe- 
riod of his early youth. At one 
time he went into the railroad 
business in Ohio, rose from the 
ranks and eventually became gen- 
eral manager of a group of small 
lines. But he must have done this 
in the same spirit as he did pros- 
pecting and ranching. Near the 
age of 50 he decided to stop being 
a carefree young man and to find 
himself a respectable life work. 
When he made this decision (it 
was in 1919) he had a hard time 
deciding whether to go in for 
mule trading or literature. He 
would have one think it was a 
matter of heads or tails—but at 
any rate it turned out to be lit- 
erature, which may have been a 
dangerous choice, for he had beerf 
married since 1902 and had five 
children to support. After a false 
start in St. Louis, where he at- 
tempted to revive William Marion 
Reedy’s magazine—Reedy’s Mir- 
ror—-he came to Arkansas and 
settled here in Fayetteville. He 
wasn’t exactly welcomed. 

For as soon as he had finished 
building his modest sprawling 
house with a bedroom for each of 
the children and a generous cen- 
tral fireplace, he started to write 
about the countryside around him 
and its people. Newspapers and 
professors at the university here 
attacked him and Fayetteville was 
coldly, bitterly resentful. But it 
wasn't long before his genial, vi- 
tal style and universal choice of 
subjects attracted and charmed 
his critics and stirred a zephyr, 
then a mounting gale of local 
pride. His magazine, ‘‘All’s 
Well,"’ has never been a financial 
success, but its initial circulation 
of 35 copies has now risen to an 
estimated 810 and it exerts a 
certain influence. 

It was partly his keen interest 
in bringing up his children that 
caused Finger to do so much about 
children’s books. He began by do- 
ing -extensive statistical work on

washed office for six, without do- 
ing a thing but sharpen and break 
her pencil, she finally pleaded 
with the producers to fire her.

Dorothy Parker is one of the 
few famous New Yorkers who can 
claim to be a native of that me- 
tropolis.

1893, she has lived in the heart of 
New York. She grew up as Dor- 
othy Rothschild, the daughter of 
a Scotch mother and a Jewish fa- 
ther. Before she found out what 
the world was all about, her par- 


the children’s books that were cur- 
rent and popular, tabulating care- 
fully the kinds that were sound 
and stimulating. This led to his 
writing children’s books on _ his 
own; his wife illustrated them in 
black and white. ‘‘Rectitude of 
purpose, power of sympathy, grace 
and fluency of speech, strength of 
limb and swiftness of motion,’’— 
that was his ideal of a book for 
children; he believed the compan- 
ionship of noble characters essen- 
tial to education. ‘‘And where,’’ he 
asks, ‘‘shall those examples be 
found, except in books?’’ 

Finger hasn't confined himself 
to this branch of writing, at which 
he is eminently successful; he 
has written adventure books, a bi- 
ography of Livingstone, a compen- 
dium on heroes of early explo- 
ration, stories from his own expe- 
rience, anthologies of songs, es- 
says on current problems. Here is 
an excerpt indicative of his style. 
He is writing in All's Well to 
prove that the prosperity of the 
1920s had been a fiction: 


this country again and again 

in the last decade, and never 
have I seen a time when the man 
of the soil was not at a pinch. 
Never have I seen a time when 
there were not unemployed. 
Let any man ask himself how 
there can be overproduction when 
some lack the necessities of life. 

“It does not do to read statis- 
tics. There are facts to face, and 
those facts show something alto- 
gether different from a high 
standard of living. 

“There has been no high stand- 
ard of living for so many who 
have desperately tried to keep up 
appearances, to maintain by 
means of most rigid economies 
their children at colieges.’’ 

That was written in the summer 
of 1931, when overproduction was 
still an almost unanimous catch- 
word. 

Although Finger has now given 
up farming, which he considers 
useless in the Ozarks, he has built 
his property into a trim country 
place on the English model and 
raises sheep. He entertains with 
gusto and profusion. He savors 
his: life and is still keen on 
travel, which he does on the 
spur of the moment. His house 
is usually filled with his own 
music, piano, gong, flute, accor- 
dion and bagpipes. His children 
have grown up; Hubert is an aero- 
nautical engineer, Julia a librari- 
an, Charles an explorer, Helen an 
artist, Herbert an incipient man 
of letters.

From then 
on she wrote under her 
present pen name. A 
few years ago she and 
Parker were divorced. 

She became one of the 
leading figures in the 
literary group that 
lunched at New York’s 
It was 
probably there her rep- 
utation as a devastating 
conversationalist was 
born. Heywood Broun, 
the columnist, quoted 
Dorothy Parker. Robert 
Benchley and Woollcott 
were other members of 
the group. 

Dorothy Parker's writ- 
ings as a whole are free 
of what has become 
known as a Parker 
crack. No characters in 
her stories, no poetic 
utterances state 8 any- 
thing like the re- 
mark she was credited 
with making at a party 
where she _ described 
some obnoxious guests’ 
return home as, ‘They'll 
be running up behind 
the woodwork.” 

In 1925 she joined 
the original staff of the 
New Yorker as its book 
reviewer. Two years la- 
ter her first published 
poems, “‘Enough Rope,’’ 
surprised the publishing 
world by becoming a 
best seller. 

In 1929 her” short 
stor, “FF Re Big 
Blonde,’ a moving and 
penetrating description 
of an unhappy simple- 
souled, lonely woman, who goes 
from man to man and to an un- 
successful suicide, won the O. 
Henry award for the best short 
story of the year. 

It is for stuff like ‘‘The Big 
Blonde’ that Dorothy Parker 
should be acclaimed instead of 
jokes most of which she doesn’t 
invent. And she should be appre- 
ciated as the creator of such a 
quatrain as this about a mediocre 
poet: 

‘His little trills and 
were his best, 

No music like the nightingale’'s 
was born 
his throat, but, he, 
laid his breast 
Upon a thorn.’ 
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Dorothy Parker. 


Humor permeates her work, 
but underneath is a deep insight 
into people, a compassionate sym- 
pathy for the weak and the un- 
happy, a poetic feeling for the 
tragedy of life. No wonder she is 
sad over her reputation. 

No wonder she gets wild when 
she is interviewed by some per- 
son who wishes only that she will 
let out one of her famous cracks. 
One reporter, discouraged by her 
reticence, suddenly asked her what 
she thought of Joan Blondell’s 
new baby. 

The stage was set for a Parker 
reply, but she merely answered, 
“TI don't know. What can I 
think about it?”’

was a wealthy San Francisco busi- 
ness man. Graves was then turned 
over to immigration authorities 
and later released without trial. 
Recently at least five other peo- 
ple reported having lost money 
through buried treasure stories of 
Graves’ telling. Significantly 
enough, Graves had chosen “‘part- 
ners’ for his enterprise who would 
prefer losing a couple of thousand 
dollars to having the fact broad- 
cast in a criminal court trial. 

That was not the case with 
Clarence Saunders, one of the 
most picturesque of financial men, 
a man who has lost two immense 
fortunes and still hopes to get back 
on his feet. The story Graves told 
Saunders in Memphis was, it must 
be admitted, a clever deception. 

It seems that while interned at 
Fort McPherson, Graves became 
acquainted with an officer of the 
German cruiser Emden, which had 
been sunk during the war. The 
officer, the story went, had 
been ordered to take charge of 
$3,000,000 in gold when the 
cruiser went down, and had buried 
it on the coast of Haiti, re- 
moving it from the cruiser to a 
captured schooner. Graves said 
that he had made a bargain with 
the officer whereby he should re- 
ceive half the proceeds of an ex- 
pedition to recover the gold. He 
went to Haiti, he said, and did get 
some of it, but lost it in business 
enterprises and hadn't the where- 
withal to make another trip. 

Graves identified himself by 
‘‘all sorts of stuff,’’ Saunders said; 
one of his proofs was a contract 
signed by Jesse Livermore, Wall 
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Street operator, 
nature Saunders was familiar. He 
gave the former Piggly Wiggly 
impresario dramatic rights to 
two of his books as security, not 
mentioning the fact that these 
rights were already disposed of. 
And he gave an impression of un- 
hurried calm by drinking butter- 
milk at his conferences with the 
financial angel of the new expe- 
dition. 

Saunders had to borrow $1500 
for the fitting out of the trip. He 
sent his son, Lee, to New Orleans 
with Graves.

On that pre- 
text he sent him home to Mem- 
phis—or as Saunders Sr. says, 
gave him the slip. At any rate 
Graves headed for Port Arthur, 
Texas, and that is where po- 
lice found him soon after. He 
stepped oft of an airplane, back 
in Memphis, declaring that this 
was all ‘“‘an unholy nefarious 
mess!’’ And so it turned out for 
him, 

Despite the fact that Graves be- 
haved shrewdly at his trial, the 
weight of his briefly recited past 
history, coupled with Saunders’ 
tale, convicted him. He had done 
everything, even to growing a 
lop-sided goatee in jail, to make 
Saunders’ facts seem improbable. 
But it was no go; the great mas- 
ter spy, adventurer, author, schol- 
ar, engineer, ex-dental student, 
graduate of many  universé¢ties 
(and not a few penitentiaries) was 
frankly beaten.
